This work (Bulletin No. 52) is one of a series of papers intended t« 
illustrate the collections belonging to or placed under the charge o 
the Smithsonian Institution and deposited in the United States Nationa 
Museum. 

The publications of the National Museum consist of two series—th« 
Bulletin and the Proceedings. 

The Bulletin, publication of which was commenced in 1875, is : 
series of elaborate papers issued separately and based for the mos’ 
part upon collections in the National Museum. They are monographi 
in scope and are devoted principally to the discussion of large zoolog 
ical groups, bibliographies of eminent naturalists, reports of expedi 
tions, etc. The bulletins, issued only as volumes with one exception. 
are of octavo size, although a quarto form, known as the Special Bul 
letin, has been adopted in a few instances in which a larger page wa: 
deemed indispensable. 

The Proceedings (octavo), the first volume of which was issued ir 
L878, are intended primarily as a medium of publication for newly 
acquired facts in biology, anthropology, and geology, descriptions o' 
new forms of animals and plants, discussions of nomenclature, etc, 
A yolume of about 1,000 pages is issued annually for distribution t 
libraries, while a limited edition of each paper in the volume is printec 
and distributed in pamphlet form in advance. 

In addition, there are printed each year in the second yolume of the 
Smithsonian Report (known as the Report of the U. 5. Nationa 
Museum) papers, chiefly of an ethnoiogical character, describing cel. 
lections in the National Museum. 

Papers intended for publication by the National Museum are usually 
referred to an advisory committee, composed as follows: Frederick

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This work is intended to take the place of Smith’s List of the Lepi- 
doptera of Boreal America (1891), and to furnish a condensed catalogue 
of North American Lepidoptera comparable to Staudinger and Rebel’s 
Catalogue of the Lepidoptera of Earope. Within a few years several 
of the larger families of the Lepidoptera have been fully catalogued, 
so that it seemed both unnecessary and inadvisable to repeat all of this 
matter. To avoid this, and yet make these references easily available, 
a catalogue reference is given at the head of each family, abbreviated 
“*C,” and it is specifically referred to by pages or numbers. The 
original reference to each species is, however, always repeated, except 
in the case of old synonyms. All specific synonyms are included, but 
where the reference is not given it will be found in the Catalogue 
referred to. 

Within the last ten years the classification of the Lepidoptera has 
been radically altered. No exact consensus of opinion as to the proper 
sequence of families and genera has been reached, but the recent 
workers are so closely in accord as to the principles involved and the 
resultant general scheme that we seem to be somewhere near a natural 
classification. In the present list I have followed my own views, 
based largely on larval characters, in the arrangement of the family 
and superfamily groups. The system does not differ in general from 
that of Edward Meyrick, which has been adopted by the British 
Museum in the Catalogue of the Lepidoptera Phalenz, though the 
order of groups is somewhat different. I have placed the butterflies 
first. since they seem on the whole ‘* higher” than the moths, and this 
course agrees with the usual custom. I follow with the Sphingide 
and Saturnians for the same reasons, although, in venation, they are 
more generalized than some of the Noctuid groups. The list, asa 
whole, proceeds from higher to lower forms, as in Staudinger and 
Rebel’s catalogue. 

The butterflies follow in the main Dr. H. Skinner’s recent catalogue 
as to species. I have restored the genera as worked out by Dr. 8. H. 
Seudder. I have not been able to give the matter full study, so that 
some of the genera are doubtless not pure, while there are probably too 
many of them; but as they stand they seem more in harmony with generic 
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ideas, as understood in the rest of the order, than they have been in 
any other general list, and are at least an improvement onthese. I have 
placed the Papilonidee first, not because I regard them as higher than the 
Nymphalide—the reverse is the case—but because the studies of Prof. 
A. R. Grote seem to show that they can not be interpolated anywhere, 
having a very distinct phylogeny. The Sphingide are not radically 
altered from the arrangement given in Dr. J. B. Smith’s paper on 
the group some years ago. The Saturnians follow the work of Mr. 
B. Neumoegen and myself. In the Bombycoidea I have followed Sir 
G. F. Hampson’s Catalogue of the Lepidoptera Phalenez as far as pub- 
lished. The Noctuide have been recently catalogued by Dr. Smith, 
and I have followed this catalogue with sundry changes, largely sug- 
gested by himself. Professor Grote has made some studies on the 
types of the Noctuid genera with the view of revising their nomen- 
clature, but his results unfortunately did not reach me in time to be 
made full use of. Professor Grote also very kindly offered me his 
assistance in regard to other details in the Noctuide, which would 
have been of great value from his long experience with this family; 
but owing to the distance at which he lives I was unable to take advan- 
tage of the offer. . The order of genera has, however, been changed to 
agree with Dr. Smith’s present views. The manuscript of the Geo- 
metride was prepared by the late Dr. George D. Hulst, and was not 
entirely finished at his death. I have made almost no alterations in it, 
simply completing it on the lines laid down. It forms his last contri- 
bution to the study of this family. In the Tineoidea Dr. Hulst fur- 
nished manuscript for the subfamily Phycitine of the Pyralidee, and 
Dr. C. H. Fernald for the remaining subfamilies of this group, together 
with the Pterophoride and Tortricide. The references by these gen- 
tlemen have been given somewhat more fully than in some of the other 
families, but this has seemed advisable, because in some of these groups 
the latest catalogue is much out of date, and in others there exists no 
‘atalooue. Mr. August Busck has greatly assisted me in the arrange- 
ment and sequence of the Tineid groups proper, and he has prepared 
the Gelechiide from a full article on that family, which is now in press 
and will appear soon after this catalogue. 

The species have been numbered in sequence, as in the latest Amer- 
ican check list. With the marked changes in arrangement and addi- 





tions, it has naturally been impossible to preserve any relation between 
these numbers and the old ones. A few decimal numbers have been 
used for species inserted after the manuscript was completed. 

The habitats of the species are given ina general way. The term 
‘*Atlantic States” includes the Alleghanian, Carolinian, and Austro- 
riparian faunas of Dr. C. Hart Merriam’s map (Bulletin No. 10, U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, Division of the Biological Survey, 1898). 
**No. U.S.” refers to the Boreal and Transition zones of the Northern 
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States and Canada; ** Pacific States” to these same zones in California, 
Oregon, Washington, and British Columbia. ‘'U. 5S.” refers to the 
whole of the United States and Canada. 

The abbreviations of the names of publications are given in a more 
extended form than in Staudinger and Rebel’s Catalogue, and it is 
-expected that they will be self explanatory to those having a general 
knowledge of the literature. A list of works quoted has, however, 
been added. In the index the references to the genera are by pages, 
those of the species by numbers. 

Species with an asterisk (*) preceding the serial number are not 
represented in the collections of the United States National Museum, 
and it is hoped that persons receiving this Bulletin will reciprocate by 
sending some of these missing species. 

Finally, I would express my obligation to Ma. A. N. Caudell and to 
Miss Wellesca Pollock, who have kindly assisted me in the work of 
preparation.
